Aat hlgti. Have to keep the German

We got <.ft in Hun- 
tington and marched several blockn in 
abaat tt artavtaaL Tta aaxt tlaaa wa 
got off of the ttala' waa in WMhlng* 
ton, D. C_ We lined up there and tbe 
Red Cross gave us a fine lunch with 
a warm cup of coffee. We enjoyed 
ooraelTcs tiaa on tba way though did 
not aleep much. 

We are all here In tents together 
and having a good time. I think tUs 
life will do the boy« much good. We 
ilrill eight hours a day. This is a 
vandy place and very hard to walk In, 
but we are gsttlnc .oaad to it now. 

There has been tat little rain. 

We got our rifles and tiayonets the 
31. St of last month. They seemed very 
heavy at first, but we emu handle 
them all right now. 

Tbe T. M. C. A. is .the finest thing 
on earth for a soldier tay. It Is more 
homelike than anvthing. They have 
church onoe every week and furnish 
the boys all their vrltlng paper with- 
out a cent of cost. 

We don't see any strangers here. 
They all look alike. We all are learn- 
ing to be quirk arul handy. All have 
to work in the kitchen about one day 
out of a week ii;id I think It will be 
H great bdp to tlia boys. It will lielp 
when thar get back home. We get all 
we want to eat here and watermelons 
the same as if we were at boeia. Wa 
enjoy the soldier'a Ufa fine. ^
